Thisact amends the Utah Human Services Code and the Judicial Code. Theact adds
definitions of varioustermsused in the Management I nformation System and Licensing
Information System provisions. The act reorganizes and clarifies statutes governing the
Division of Child and Family Services M anagement Information System. The act provides
that when the division makes a supported finding of certain types of severe child abuse or
neglect that finding isreferred to juvenile court or anoticeis personally served upon the
alleged perpetrator. Theact providesthat in certain circumstancesthe alleged perpetrator
hastheright to either consent to entry of the alleged perpetrator'snameon the Licensing
Information System or to petition for a hearing before a juvenile court judge. The act
providesthat thejuvenile court will make a finding of substantiated, unsubstantiated, or
without merit and provide a copy of itsdetermination to thedivision. Theact providesthat
the division remove information from the Licensing I nfor mation System after ajuvenile
court makesafinding. Theact clarifiestheright of judicial review of final agency action.
The act provides an opportunity for certain personsto petition the juvenile court to remove
their names from the Licensing Information System. The act providesthat certain juvenile
court records and related appellate court records are accessible for licensing purposes. The
act clarifiesthat information contained in the Management Information System and
Licensing Information System isa protected record. Theact expandsthejurisdiction of the
juvenile court. The act makestechnical changes.

26-21-9.5. Criminal background check and Licensing Information System check.

(1) Inaddition to the licensing requirements of Sections 26-21-8 and 26-21-9, a covered
health care facility, as defined in Subsection (10), at the time of initial application for alicense and
license renewal shall:

(@) submit the name and other identifying information of each person associated with the
facility who:

(i) providesdirect care to a patient; and

(ii) bhas been the subject of acrimina background check within the preceding three-year
period by a public or private entity recognized by the department; and

(b) submit the name and other identifying information, which may include fingerprints, of
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each person associated with the facility who:

(2) (a) The department shall forward the information received under Subsection (1)(b) to the
Criminal Investigations and Technical Services Division of the Department of Public Safety for
processing to determine whether an individual has been convicted of any crime.

(b) If anindividual has not had residency in Utah for the last five years, the individual shall
submit fingerprints for an FBI national criminal history record check. The fingerprints shall be
submitted to the FBI through the Criminal Investigations and Technical Services Division. The
individual or licensee isresponsible for the cost of the fingerprinting and national criminal history
check.

(f) end stage renal disease facilities.

(i) require corrective action for the serious hazards found and make an unannounced follow
up inspection to determine compliance; or

(if) inform the parents of each child in the care of the provider of the results of the
department'’s inspection and the failure of the provider to take corrective action.

(d) Inaddition to an inspection conducted pursuant to Subsection (1)(b)(ii), the department
may inspect the home of aresidential care provider of fiveto eight children in responseto a
complaint of:

(i) child abuse or neglect;

(if) serious health hazardsin or around the provider's home; or

(iii) providing residential child care without the appropriate certificate or license.

(a) alicense under Section 26-39-105 isrequired of aresidential child care provider who
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cares for nine or more children;

(b) acertified residentia child care provider may not provide care to more than two children
under the age of two; and

(c) aninspection may be required of aresidential child care provider in connection with a
federal child care program.

(1) With respect to department employees and volunteers, the department may only access
information in the Division of Child and Family Service's [tranagementthformation-system]
Management Information System created by Section 62A-4a-116 and the Division of Aging and
Adult Services database created by Section 62A-3-311.1 for the purpose of determining at the time
of hire and each year thereafter whether a department employee or volunteer has an adjudication of

abuse or neglect or since January 1, 1994, a substantiated finding of abuse or neglect after notice and
an opportunity for a hearing consistent with Title 63, Chapter 46b, Administrative Procedures Act,
but only if identification as a possible perpetrator of abuse or neglect is directly relevant to the
employment or volunteer activities of that person.

(2) A department employee or volunteer to whom Subsection (1) applies shall submit to the
department his name and other identifying information upon request.

(3) The department shall process the information to determine whether the employee or
volunteer has a substantiated finding of child abuse or neglect.

(4) The department shall adopt rules defining permissible and impermissible work-related
activities for a department employee or volunteer with one or more substantiated findings of abuse
or neglect.

[€25)] (37) "Youth services' means services provided to familiesin crisiswhen aminor is
ungovernable or runaway or where there is parent-child conflict, in an effort to resolve family
conflict, maintain or reunite minors with their families, and to divert minors from the juvenile justice
system. Those services may include crisisintervention, short-term shelter, time-out placement, and
family counseling.
